‘The morning after Donald 
Trump was elected, transgender 
people woke up and realized that an 
ready harrowing process — getting 
(one's name and gender changed on 
government issued identification 
locuments — might soon become 
feven more dificult under the 
Republican's administration. 

"Noone knows for sure whether 
‘Trump will turn back the dockeon 
LGBTQ rights, but his partys platform 
loppases trane people's right to use the 
public bathroom that correspondents 
to their gender identity. Tae GOP 
also eupportea parental right to force 
LGBTQ children to goto “conversion 
therapy” in hopes of changing their 
semual orientation or gender identity. 
By contrast, the Obama administra- 
‘ion has said this practice should be 
banned, 

“There's een an explosion of people 
contacting us since the election,” says 
Sasha Buchert, a transgender woman 
and attorney at Oakland's Transgender 
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Law Center “All ofthe LGBT organisa- 
tions that 've talked to have had peo- 
ple coming to them seeking informa 
tion. We've had so many conversations 
‘with people in the last mont 

“Transgender people must appeal to. 
rumerous government agencies when 
trying update their documents, fom. 
state-run agencies (driver's licenses) to 
{federal ones (passports and social se- 
curity cards). he process, detailed on 
‘websites like TSRoadmap.com, usually 
takes months and starts with a court 
order that sometimes must be sched. 
ted half year in advance 

“The process i 20 cumbersome 
that in 82008 survey of those who 
had transitioned from male to female 
or from female to male, only 21 per 
ent had updated all their identity 
documents, according toa report by 
the National Center for Transgender 
Equality and the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force. The survey, which 
had 6,450 respondents, also found 
that 33 percent of those who had tran 
sitioned had updated none of their ID 
documents. 


‘Ashard as the process i, is still 
‘easier than it used tobe. In May 2010, 
the US. State Department announced 
‘new guidelines forisuing passports 
to transgender people. The new policy 
said that in order to change the gender 
‘on their passport, trans people would 
need aletter from a doctor proving 
they had had “appropriate clinical 
‘eatment” But as long as people 
could get that, they didn’t need proof 
‘that chey had had undergone gen- 
dder-confirmation surgery 

“The National Center for Trans 
gender Equality heralded the change 
4 victory and thanked the Obama 
‘administration and then-Secretary of 
State Hilary Clinton fr their ale in 
‘making it happen, 

Bl, an Oakland based artist and 
‘vans man who preferred to be iden 
‘ified by his frst name only, told me 
‘that he had been able to change hie 
drivers license and Social Security 
‘ard, but hadn't found the time to al 
ter kis passport yet

er nonconforming folks to decide 
now if they want to change their name

thenext four years”

“Tes ike we don't know what kind 
cof war we're preparing for,’ says Milo 
‘Manopoulos Beitman, a transgender 
attorney based in Oakland, who volun 
teored last month ata fre leal nie 
for those interested in getting their 
IDs updated 

‘ASalegal professional, Manopou- 
los Beitman has been helping athere 
to navigate through the ID-change 
process, but he admits that he has not 
‘hanged his awn ID documents and 
says he isn't sure ifhe will, 

"haven't quite figured itll out” 
hhenotes, ‘and I'm not operating un- 
dera sense of immediate concern or 
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frenzy, because... Lknove these things 
work slowly. But Lam thinking about 
changing my documents” 

‘Manopotlos Beitman sayshe 
probably wouldn't even be considering 
‘changing his papers if there weren't <0 
‘many anti-LGBTQ people in Trump's 
irele, including Viee President Mike 
Pence, who has along history of op- 
posing LGBTQ rights, But the number 
bf right-wing ideologues has made 
him think rice. 

If the ner administration were 
to make itharder to get hormone r- 
placement therapy, Manopoulos Beit- 
fan reasons, it might help to have ID 
cards that shove he's a man. 

“EL was denied acess ta testos- 
terone, but all my papers said Iwas 
‘aman,’ he explains, ‘then I imagine 
Tywould have an eater time geting 
testosterone ta get to normal male 
Tevela” 

‘While many trans people choose 
otto change their ID documents, 
that decision can leave the daor open. 
for unpleasant encounters, according 
to Daniel Passler, staff attorney at the 
East Bay Community Law Center, an 
extension of the Berkeley Law School 

“If your identification doesn’t 
‘atch your gender ID, it opens the 
door for alot of gender discrimination 
and harassment Faessler says. 

"Iecoul be at the grocery store 
orif you're being stopped by apoice 
officer or if you're a the hospital and 
they call your name — basicaly any 
situation were you have to present ID 
and it doesn't match," he adds.

Year. What should do? 


‘Az Janet, Lam sory to hear you are 
‘experiencing such an uncomfortable 
and distressing work situation, 

Under California aw, employers 
‘must provide workplaces that are 
free of sexual harassment. Despite 
laws aimed at preventing sexual ha- 
raiment in the workplace, remains 
3 persistent problem. When asked 
they experienced one or more sexually 
based behaviors, such as unwanted 
sexual attention or sexual coercion, 40 
percent of women say they have been, 
sexually harassed onthe job 

‘The California Department of Fair 
Employment and Housing defines 
sexual harassment as unwanted sexu 
al advances or visual, verbal or piys- 
ical conduct ofa sexual nature. Tere 
are two primary types of employment 
harassment: quid pro quo Harassment 


and hostile work environment. 

Quid pro qua harassment refers to 
When submission to sexual conduct 
|smadea condition of employment. 
Janet, if your supervisor offered you 
'a raise to date him or threatened you 
With a demotion if you refused, that 
Would constitute quid pra quo harass- 
ment 

‘A hostile work enviranment oc- 
curs when an employee experiences 
offensive conduct that is severe or 
Pervasive enough to interfere with 
‘an employee's abilty to perform her 
Otis job. The offensive conduct can 
take many forms inducing: 


+ Unwanted sexual advances or 
propostions; 

* Visual conduct leering, making 
sexual gestures, displaying of sugges 
tive objects or pictures; 

* Verbal conduct: making or using 
derogatory comments, slurs and 
jokes 

* Verbal abuse ofa sexual nature, 
‘gtaphic statements about an individ 
tals body, sexually degrading words, 
suggestive or obscene letters, and 

* Physical conduc: touching, 
sss mpeding or lec move- 


Write demonstrating hostile 
work environment often requires 

showing a pattem of offensive con- 
duct. asingle incident may create a 


hostile environment. Some factors 
considered are whether the conduct 
\was verbal or physical, how offensive 
the conduct was and whether the ha- 
rasser Was a co-worker Or supervisor. 

Janet, the unwanted physical con 
tact at the party followed by there- 
petitive requests for a date combined 
With the fact that harasser fs your su- 
pervisorareallreasons why astrong 
‘argument can be made that you have 
been subjected to hostile work envi= 
ronment sexual harassment. 

Here are the stops recommend 
that you take 

Fst, copy the text messages so 
yauhave arecord of what happened 
This is very important evidence. 

‘Second, report the harassment 
to your company. Send an email or 
\write a note to his supervisor and the 
head of human resources. This puts 
the company on notice that your 
rights have been violated and that 
they need to take action to protect 
your rights. Look in your employee 
handbook to see whom is designated 
to receive complaints and make sure 
that they receive a copy. too. Keep 
notes of what you send and who you 
speak to so you have a record of what 

The company has an obligation to 
conduct a good-faith investigation 
into your complaints and to take 
prompt and sufficient remedial mea- 
sures to stop the conduct and make 


sure that you face no additional ha 
rassment. The law prohibits retaliation 
for reporting a good-faith bei of 
harassment or discrimination, 

You also havea egal right to file. 

a complaint with the Department of 
Fair Employment and Housing. This 
‘overmental agency i charged 
with investigating complaints of 
discrimination and harassmentin the 
workplace, 

Ifyou want to proceed with legal 
action, you must flea complaint with- 
inane year ofthe harassment. The 
DFEH serves asa neutral fact-finder 
and attempt to help the partes vol- 
Untariy resolve disputes, the DFEH 
Finds sufficient evidence af dscrimi- 
nation and settlement efforts fll the 
DFEH may fle a lawsuit against the 
company on your behal, 

‘At any time after fling a complaint 
with the DFEH, you can ask fora 
Tight-to-sue letter that wl allow you 
to proceed with a privat cil legal 
action against the supervisor and 
employer. 

suggest that you speak with a 
tral lawyer experienced in handling 
‘sexual harassment casas about your 
Tights and the best course of action 
Most trial attorneys will provide an 
intial consultation free of charge.

In 2014, electronic musician and 
‘reducer Simon Green — who performs 
‘under the name Bonobo —spent the 
‘majrity ofhis time on the road, touring 
and Ding In hatte fre time he 
Jha he created new music, slapping to- 
{gether various sounds and textures and 
‘Sipping them into hie live show aslooe 
ies tokep the setlist fresh and exciting 

One euch song — which atthe time 
didn't have a name but has since been 
titled "Kerala" — features a delicate 
‘web of string instruments that elowhy 
lunfurl over a backbone of bass before 
exploding into a full-on gospel inepired 
‘ant using indecipherable vocal from 
the R&D singer Brandy It's a beautiful 
track, dipping with exotic melodies 
and rhythmic eadences, and yet for 
Green, it was just a quick ditty hecon- 
cocted one aftemaon, 

“wasn't really thinking about it” 
Green tell me from his home in Los 
‘Angeles. “was just making beats to 
play out.” 

‘But when he slipped it into ie set 
later that nigh, the response from the 
crowd was immediate. Heads perked 
up, arms swayed inthe air, and the 
‘umber of bodies onthe dancefloor 
‘multiplied. Sensing it was a success, 
Green started playingit more often, 
and it wasn't long before he was receiv 
{ng Twitter and Pacebook messages 
‘from fans asking him about the song. 

“Everyone was trying to find out 
what the cune was,” he says. “So kind 
flew it was something that was go- 
ing to work” 

‘Nov “Kerala” wil finally see the 
light of day, this time in the form of 
an actual erack on Green's sath studio 
album, Migration, which comes out on 
‘Jan. 13, The project marka Green's frst 
album since 2013's The North Borders 
and features guest verses from artists 
like Michael Milosh of Rye, Nick Mur. 
phy formerly known as Chet Fak), 
nd Nicole Migls of Hundred Waters, 
Ite lese dense and frenetic than hie 
eatlier projects as Bonobo, with less 
‘obvious Eastern influences, buts 
also abit weirder. Listen closely and 
‘youll hear the sounds of ruin recorded 
{in Seattle, the engine ofa fan boat, the 
|proaning of an airport elevator, and 
the purring of a tumble dryer. 

“T think t's good to sort of puch 
‘people's expectations alittle bit” 
Green says “I've always been doing 
that. like messing round with 
sounds”

‘offs income came from a string of 
phone commerciale in the UK. chat 
‘teed his productions in the back: 
round, but most of i came from 
{nclsions of his songs on chillout- and 
lounge-themed compilation ablume 
that, at the time, were very popula. 

"Those things sold lke platinum. It 
was crazy” Green says "So was sitting 
inmy apartment and couldn't even 
afford te have the heating on, and then 
suddenly, I'm like ‘Ob, shit. Tm actu- 
sly making some money from music 
‘And chen from there, [neverlocked 
badereally”

“Is as simple as that, really" Green 
says. "Your environment always has an 
impact on your work, and here sort of 
fembraced the space alot more.”

‘But Brownstein ent staying home 
this year because Sleater-Kinney, the 
indie rock trio she sings and strums 
ita for, is scheduled to perform at 
the Maronicon New Years Eve. And 
though this means trading her couch 
fora Stratocaster, cher is perhaps 
no group more suited to putting the 
final nails in the coffin of 2016 than 
Sleater Kinney, 

or proof, just listen ta the 22-year- 
old punk outst latest album, No Cie 
to Love 

‘The album opener "Price Tag” tells 
the story of a working clase family 
in the midst of fnancial crisis, while 
“Bury Our Priends" includes ominous 
— and, at the time ofits release in 
2015, prescient —lines, lke "We're 
sickwith worry /These nerve less days 
7 Wiellve on dead in our own gilded 
age” 

‘Recorded largely in secret at John 
Vanderslice’s Tiny Telephone studios 
in San Prancisco, No Cities to Love 
represented reunion of sorts for 
Sleater Kinney, who had announced an 
“indefinite hiatue’ after a 2006 show 
at Portland's Crystal Ballroom. “Fade” 
the record's raspy, guitar filled dosing 
‘wack, seems to address the band's tem 
porary brealewp, especialy ints har 
‘ionized wail ofa chorus: “All of the 
roles that we played / Hit your mark, 
push the walle stretch che stage /Ob, 
What a price that we paid 

Inher incisive memoir, Hunger 
[Makes Me a Moder Girl which was 
released lst fall, Brownstein gave fans 
a glimpoe ofall the drama thatthe 
(Olympia, Washington, band — which 
also inchides singer and guitarist 
Corine Tucker and drummer Janet 
Weiss — has gone through since ite 
formation in 1995. In its fist decade, 
Sleater-Kinney made a name for itself 
asa feminist andleft leaning act, 
releasing seven albume and making 
sppearances at a numberof festival, 
before ther sudden hiatus in 2006, 

‘During the band’ limbo phace, 
















Brownstein delved into comedy and 
acting, appearing in a number of films, 
like Miranda July's Getting Stronger 
Everyday, before unveiling Portlandia, 
a skatch comedy TV series that she 
created along with Saturday Night Live 
‘sum Pred Armisen in 2011 

Tina trailer forthe series’ upcoming 
seventh season, men's rights activists 
ate the targets of Brownstein and Ar 
‘misen's mirthfl ie a the pair portay 
male cylists who worry that men are 
‘becoming a minority group. 

“Notions of masculinity were one 
of the themes we wanted to explore 
this season” Brownstein says."We felt 
this cultural shift and this fear among 
certain people who had become very 
Sccustomed to thei place in the word 
Inour absurdist way, [we] wanted to 
address some of thove things. Alot of 
the season wil feel timely, even though 
‘we wrote t not knowing who the presi 
dent would be”

{ferninist punkacts from the Pacific 
Northwest, it comes as no surprise 
that Brownatein has had to find away 
‘9 cope withthe recent onslaught of 
political bad news. Interestingly, she 
{sys the election inspired her not nec 
‘estarlyto create art, bu to consume 

“Talking among my friends and 
colleagues I think many of us have 
{immersed ourselves in witnessing 
art” she says. Tve probably been to 
‘more films and art shows inthe last 
‘two weeks then in the whole fist 10 
‘months of 2016." 

In fact, for much of 2016, Brown- 
stein dedicated her time to memo- 
"sing Sleater-Kinney's discography, 
Jbecause both she and her bandmates 
hhad forgotten much during their 10- 
year lapee. 

“Ie wasn' ike the first teration of 
Sleater-Kinney, where we were making, 
albums on a more consistent cycle and 
anything old had been played ad in 
‘Bnitum and felt very much under our 
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Sleater-Kinney 


skin” she says 
“We were e-learning all of the 


songs” she adds. [But] this time 
‘round, there was a sense of renewal 
and rediscovery with all of the mate 
ial think, in some ways, we'ea 
better live band nove.” 

“Those in attendance on Dec. 31 
will have the privilege of witnessing 
Sleater Kinney's live talents firsthand, 
‘And, as Brownstein suggests, they may 
also gota taste of what's next from a 
bband we can only hope will be taking 
sno more breaks inthe near future
